Although, applicants declare 
that the published application and the examined application are connvented by the same Inventive entity, it is respectfully noted that the 
records on file at the PTO shows that the Inventive entity for the published application is different from the inventive entity of the examined 
application, that is, the declaration filed with application 10/022,241 lists 2 inventors, Benoit and Menei and the published application, 
US2002/0051749A1 , now US 6803052 B2 lists three inventors namely Faisant, Benoit and Menei. There is no declaration in the official 
document that lists three inventors for the examined application and there is no petition on record requesting the addition of Faisant to the 
inventor list. Secondly, the provisional rejection of claims 28-40 under 35 USC 101 as claiming the same invention remains. because the 
copending application has not been abandoned; and applicants* indication to defer the resolution of the 101 double patenting issues until
